FAILURE OF HUN DRIVE 

The telegraphic news from the battle- 
front seems almost too good to be true, 
and whether it continues’to hold out that 
good or not a grand big victory has been 
already won by the allies, and largely by 
the indomitable spirit and wonderful fight- 
ing powers of the American soldiers. 

The long- heralded monster German 
drive on the west front started Monday, 
and is still on, but if the results up to 
the present writing are any indications of 
what it is to be as a drive, it is a supreme 
fizzle, and the enemy is beaten to. a stand- 
still. That this is only-a part of it, and a 
bigger éffort is to come, seems probable, 
but the fact remains, much to the delight 
of the whole civilized world, that a’ great 
calamity has overtaken the German armies 
and that this is the beginning of the end, 
with the foe-to be whipped more and more 
all he time as the chances in favor of the 
allies and against the Germins eoninues, 
as it must and will. 

The news from the great battles now 
progressing as this is written, is. to the 
effect that the allies, and especially the 
Americans are counter attacking as fast 
and as furiously as the enemy drives to- 
ward. them,-and that the loss in German 
dead for everv foot of ground gained ig 
something apalling. 

Where the Americans are fighing the 
dispatches, state the German dead are 
strewn thick all ove r the land for a dis. 
tance of ten miles long bv three miles wide, 
Tt must be a si¢kening sight, and is sad.to’

According to this statement, 6,048 
regular ‘members. of the department 
have left the service to engage in oth- 
er occupations or have entered the 
military or naval service since the 
declaration of a state of war with Ger- | 
many on April 6, 1917. Of this num- | 
ber, 1,537 have joined the military and 
naval forces and the services of 4,511 
employees, including 958.women, have 
been lost to the department in other 
ways.
